Conductor Patrick Curran and En­ 


gineer Joseph C. Alterniller, of the 


Missouri Pacific, who left Seda fia this 


morning shortly after 6 o’clock for

o’clock just this side of Cole Camp. 


Altem iller was an extra man, »nd was 
running for Patrick O’Connell, who ! 
is laying off. 


Conductor Curran was on engine 
No. 3630, in company with Engineer 
Altemiller, on train No 097, a mixed 
train made up principally of freight 
cars, with one passenger coach in the 
rear. 
The train was to pull 
into 
Cole 
Camp on a siding, and as it reached a 
point about one-half mile north of 
that place the engine struck a broken 
all, reeled and turned over on its 
A e. 
The locomotive rolled down an 
/ T mbankment, pulling with it tl e ten­ 
der and two cars. 


Conductor 
Curran 
and 
Engineer 
Altemiller w ere caught beneath the 
engine and crushed to death. 
Fireman Harry C. Sammons, who 
was on the run, escaped by jumping, 
and in doing so sustained a severe 
sprain of b’s ankle, 
coupled 
with 
minor bruises. 
No 
sooner 
had the accident oc­ 
curred than the news of the mishap 
was flashed to company officials here, 
who proceeded to send out a relief 
train in charge of Conductor F. D. 
Lister, which Lad on board Dr. M. P. 
Shy, of the Katy hospital staff. 
The wrecking train was called from 
Jefferson City and sent to the scene 
and is this rfternoon with the crew 
engaged in picking up the engine and 
derailed cars. 
Conductor Curran was one of the 
best know'n and most highly respect­ 
ed railroad men running out of this 
city. 
He first started his »ailroad 
career as a section laborer on the old 
narrow gauge of the S., W . & S. W. 
on August 21, 1880. 
He se'ved in 
that capacity several months, and in 
1881 was made section foreman. 
He 
continued as foreman 
many 
years, 
and in 1896 was made roadmasler and 
conductor on the Warsaw branch. He 
had been running as conductor only 
since August 1, 1902. George W . Inge 
was then superintendent of the Mis 
souri Pacific bere.

Curran 
was 
born fn Terre 
Haute, Ind., December 9, 185 >, and 
had been a resident of Sedalia from 
the time he -cached young manhood. 
He was a member of the Knights of 
Father Matthew', and had been with 
the organization since it was insti­ 
tuted in Sedalia in 1890.

He was a faithful attendant at St 
Patrick's church, of which he was a 
member, and had a legion of friends, 
not only among the railroad people, 
but among all who knew him.

Some of the counts in

m» nt were embellished 
rather 
hu­ 
morously. as follows;
